FAILING  TO  RETURN  BOOKS  &  MAGAZINES  ON  TIME. 

1.  Vlhen  a  book  or  magazine  is  checked  out,  it  will  be  checked  out  to  the  department 
from  which  the  individual  is  from.   Therefore,  the  department  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  book  or  magazine. 

2.  A  grace  period  of  two  days  will  be  granted  for  return  of  books  and  magazines.   If 
it  is  not  returned  by  that  time,  a  blanket  chcrge  of  $2.50  will  be  charged  to  the 
department.   If  the  book  or  magazine  has  not  bien  returned  v/ithin  a  vreek  after 
the  due  date,  the  department  will  be  charged  double  the  price  of  the  book,  or 
$5.00  per  magazine.   We  are  forced  to  charge  these  fines  as  vie   are  unable  to 
obtain  duplicate  copies  of  the  magazines  and  many  books  are  out  of  print  and  unob- 
tainable.

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5.  DAMAGED  books  and  magazines  will  result  in  a  bill  to  your  department  which  will 
cover  the  repair  or  replacement.   If  the  boo!:  or  magazine  needs  to  be  replaced, 
you  will  be  charged  the  same  as  if  it  is  lost;  double  the  price  of  a  book,  or 
$5.00  per  magazine.   If  an  article  is  desxccahle   in  a  magazine,  please  photocopy 
it,  cutting  or  ripping  out  pages  will  result  in  a  replacement  charge. 

FILMS 

The  sending  out  6f  films  is  not  new,  the  L.E.A.E.  has  been  supplying  films  to  law 
enforcement  agencies  for  several  years.

A 
short  description  of  each  film  has  been  supplied  so  that  you  know  a  little  about 
the  film  before  ordering. 

2.  A  maximum  of  three  films  may  be  checked  out  at  a  time. 

3.  You  vtIII  be  able  to  keep  the  film  for  three  days.   Please  return  films  immediately 
after  this  time  as  there  are  always  waiting  lists.   If  you  will  be  needing  the 
films  for  longer  than  three  days,  please  let  us  know  and  we  will  work  out  some 
arrangements. 

4.  If  you  request  a  film  that  has  already  been  sent  out,  we  will  put  your  name  on 
a  waiting  list  and  notify  you  as  to  the  delay. 

5.  Each  film  is  accompanied  by  an  information  sheet  which  ■  a-sis  for  number  viewing 
the  films,  times  film  was  shown,  damage  to  film,  etc.   These  sheets  give  us 
needed  information  which  is  used  in  our  annual  report,  so  please,  to  keep  our 
data  accurate,  fill  out  a  sheet  for  each  film. 

6.  Films  are  expensive  and  must  be  handled  properly.   If  a  break  or  damage  occurs, 
please  note  this  on  the  information  sheet  so  we  may  fix  it  immedeately. 

VIDEO  CASSETTES 

1.  It  is  extremely  important  that  upon  arrival  of  the  video  cassette  equipment  that 
you  READ  THE  DIRECTIONS  CAREFULLY  AND  COMPLETELY.   The  equipment  is  very 
expensive  and  must  be  used  properly. 

2.  Recording  units  x^ill  be  sent  viith  cassettes.  L.E.A.B.  recorders  and  cassettes 
MUST  be  used  together.  Even  if  your  department  has  a  recorder,  please  use  our 
equipment,  unless  permission  is  granted  from  us  in  advance. 

3.  A  list  of  the  video  cassettes  is  on  the  attached  sheet.  Me   have  supplied  a  de- 
scription of  each  cassette  along  with  the  showing  time  to  better  acquaint   you 
with  them. 

4.  The  cost  of  use  will  be  return  postage.   All  units  will  be  sent  to  your  department 
by  bus.   They  must  be  returned  in  the  same  manner. 

5.  The  maximum  number  of  tapes  to  be  used  at  one  time  will  be  six.   They  v/ill  be 
sent  in  a  case  x-zith  an  enclosed  key.   Please  use  this  key  if  the  case  is  to  be 
left  unattended  at  any  time. 
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6.  When  requesting  the  tapes,  please  ask  for  the  title  of  the  tape  or  tapes.   If  you 
would  like  the  whole  series  of  tapes  in  a  certain  subject  area,  please  request 
the  subject  area  title  along  with  the  tapes  desired.   If  a  desired  subject  area 
has  more  than  six  tapes,  you  must  decide  which  six  tapes  you  v/ould  like.   The 
remaining  tapes  can  always  be  viewed  through  a" later  request. 

7.  You  will  be  allowed  to  keep  the  unit  for  one  week-  Please  return  them  as  soon  as 
possible  so  other  department* may  use  them  too.   If  you  need  the  tapes  for  a  longer 
period  of  time,  please  call  us  so  arrangements  can  be  made. 

8.  It  is  necessary  that  you  notify  us  at  least  TWO  weeks  in  advance  of  the  date  you 
would  like  the  cassettes.   We  need  this  time  to  reserve  equipment  and  make  sure 
the  unit  will  be  available  at  the  time  of  your  request, 

9.  If  a  cassette  has  been  sent  to  another  department  at  the  time  of  your  request,  you 
will  be  put  on  a  waiting  list  and  notified  of  the  delay. 

10.  If  you  should  receive  a  cassette  tape  or  recording  unit  which  is  damaged,  notify 
the  Academy  as  soon  as  possible.   Each  sassette  tape  costs  between  $350.00  and 
$500.00  and  the  recording  units  are  worth  $1800.00  each.   If  damage  occurs  to 
tapes  or  recording  units  because  of  negligence,  abuse  or  carelessness,  damage 
costs  or  replacement  charges  will  be  assessed  to  the  department  responsible. 

FAILURE  TO  RETURN  FILMS  OR  VIDEO  CASSETTES  ON  TIME 

Due  to  the  demand  of  films  and  cassettes,  it  is  necessary  tliat  all  departments 
cooperate  and  follow  time  limits.   There  will  be  no  fines  given  for  equipment  which 
is  returned  late.   Instead,  your  department  will  be  given  TWO  warnings.   If  the 
tardiness  of  returning  films  and  cassettes  continues  following  these  two  warnings, 
your  department  will  be  removed  from  our  mailing  list.

A  Special  Kind  of  Guy  is  a  public  rela- 
tions film  for  the  Sheriff's  Department. 
It  tells  the  duties  and  job  of  a  law 
enforcement  officer,  and  w4iat  he  can  do 
for  the  people. 

Arrest  and  Search  of  the  Adult  Offender 
opens  with  a  police  broadcast  of  a  descrip- 
tion of  a  criminal  offender.  A  traffic 
patrolman  notes  the  similarity  in  appearance 
between  a  traffic  violator  he  has  stopped 
and  the  described  offender.  VThsn  other 
incriminating  evidence  is  observed  in  the 
car,  an  arrest  is  made.  Background  infor- 
mation supplied. 

BoEb  Handling  depicts  the  methods  of 
bonb  removal  using  the  P.M.  Tabor  Ccm- 
panyis  ballistic  fiberglass  equipment  and 
accessories.  Illustrations  for  correct 
use  of  the  equipment,  techniques  for  net- 
ting the  bonb,  placing  it  in  basket,  and 
removal  of  basket  through  windows,  down 
stairs,  etc.  are  covered. 

Bonb  Threat  shows  effective  handling  of 
the  bamb  threat  call,  planning,  and  bomb 
search  follow  through.  The  team  approach 
defeats  panic.  This  film  was  designed 
for  police  conmunity  programs  on  safety 
and  security. 

Crimes  in  Prc^yess  studies  patrol  pro- 
cedures in  tactical  detail  and  covers  the 
followii^:  driving  techniques,  carraunica- 
tions  procedures,  first  unit  response; 
sir^lemmn  response;  two-man  patrol  back- 
up units;  observation  techniques;  appro- 
priate legal  definitions;  lookouts;  and 
building  search  techniques.  Three  dramatic 
sequences  are  presented,  they  are;  bur- 
glary/ safecracking,  an  aimed  robbery,  and 
a  prowler /peeping  Tom. 

Distiirbance  Calls  points  out  that  20% 
of  all  police  fatalities  are  due  to  mis- 
handling of  routine  emotional  disturbance 
calls.  This  film  takes  the  officer  through 
the  important  steps  of  the  vrfio,  vihat,   when, 
where,  and  how  of  any  conplaint.  Through 
re-enactments  of  the  most  typical  complaints 
officers  are  made  aware  of  what  to  look 
for  and  how  to  ranain  constantly  alert  as 
not  to  put  himself  in  jeopardy. 


Fvory  Hour. . .Every  Day  was  especially 
prepared  for  use  by  law  enforcement  agen- 
cies in  schools  &  as  a  presentation  for 
clubs.  It  is  aimed  at  improving  tte 
Image  of  the  police  in  the  mind  of  the 
public.  Everyday  tasks  of  a  policeman, 
dangerous  and  otherwise,  are  presented. 

Field  Problens  focuses  on  handling 
citizen  trouble  calls,  conbining  first 
contact  with  follow-up  response.  By 
viewing  a  given  situation  from  several 
different  angles,  the  officer  is  given 
the  opportunity  to  evaluate  the  inter- 
pretation between  assumption  and  facts, 
and  the  techniques  used  in  compiling 
facts  frcxn  a  variety  of  sources  to  get 
at  the  truth.  Other  areas  discusses 
aie:  hysteria;  holding  the  witness  at 
the  scene;  getting  testimony  fron  wit- 
nesses; questioning  victims;  and  the  use 
of  discretionary  authority. 

Investigation  Procedures  presents  the. 
basic  investigation  procedures.  Cannon 
errors  in  stop  and  frisk;  judicial  re- 
straints; identifications  through  line- 
ups, photographs,  field  I.D.'s;  and 
confessions  in  violation  of  Miranda 
wMch  are  frequently  challenged  by  the 
defense  are  posed  to  make  the  uninformed 
officer  informed. 

Juvenile  Prosecution  depicts  a  pre- 
liminary hearing  in  juvenile  court  in 
the  case  of  a  youth  involved  an  a  robberjv 
killing.  Rulings  by  the  judge ; test imonicr 
of  court  investigator,  school  principal, 
defense  attorney;  judges' s  ccranents;  and 
case  decision  are  presented. 

The  Revolver  ^ows  the  importance  of 
the  revolver,  it  may  save  yoiu*  life  and 
the  difference  between  life  and  death 
lies  in  basic  training.  Handling,  load- 
ing, firing  position,  etc.,  of  a  revolver 
are  covered  in  this  film. 

Roadblock  I  gi  II  acquaints  the  officer 
with  the  roadblock  procedures  utilized 
by  lav;  enf orconent .  It  shows  how  to 
exercise  proper  procedure  and  safety  in 
roadblock  situations. 
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TRAINING  FID.IS  cont, 


Robbery  depicts  the  robbeiy  of  a  liquor 
store  by  an  adult  and  juvenile  offenders  in 
which  the  owner  dies.  Arrival  of  the  police, 
eye-witness  testimony,  gathering  finger- 
prints and  other  evidence  is  presented, 

Routiao  Patrol  covers  the  major  points 
of  prepatrol  preparation  and  observation. 
The  officer  is  made  aware  of  the  necessity 
for  proper  mental  attitude;  physical  con- 
dition; and  his  image  as  a  peacekeeper, 
servant  of  the  people,  and  arresting 
officer.  Subjects  include  roll  call  bulle- 
tins, laws  (local  &  federal),  geography  of 
patrol  areas,  enotional,  and  psychological 
factors.  This  film  develops  the  idea  tlmt 
a  patrolman  is  the  eyes  of  the  department 
and  interpreter  of  the  laws  of  society. 

Shoot  Don't  Shoot  I  is  a  vivid  lesson 
to  the  viewer  in  the  basic  rules  which 
apply  to  all  "shoot/don't  shoot"  situations. 
It  is  desinged  to  physically  involve  the 
viever  in  every  decision  by  instructing  him 
to  actually  pick  up  a  blank  pistol  and 
shoot /don't  shoot  at  the  screen!  Danger 
to  innocent  bystanders  is  explored.  Over  a 
dozen  on-the-street  s^ments  take  the 
viewer  through  the  potential  shooting  dan- 
gers he  might  encounter  during  a  routine 
patrol . 

Stop  and  Frisk  discusses  the  need  of  law 
enforcQTient  to  conduct  brief  investiga- 
tions of  criminal  conduct  without  the 
necessity  of  making  an  arrest.  This  prac- 
tice has  come  under  close  scrutiny  in  the 
courts.  This  is  counterbalanced  va.th  the 
fact  that  an  inaccurate  judgment  by  the 
officer  could  post  a  high  degree  of  risk. 
In  order  t6  strike  a  balance  between  the 
needs  of  law  enf orcQuent ,  safety  of  the 
officer,  and  the  suspect's  right  of  pri- 
vacy, full,  conplete,  and  accurate  infor- 
mation is  essential. 


DRUG  FILM 

Bloods  Red  involves  the  use  and  abuse 
of  drugs.  Through  dramatization,  effects 
of  drug  abuse  are  presented.  This  film 
is  for  junior  and  senior  high  students. 


t   Drugs  and  the  Nervous  Systgn  iSiian 
anii^.tcd  film  which  describes  physiolo- 
gical  and  psychological  effects  of  vari- 
ous drugs  on  the  body.  The  film  dis- 
cusses glue-sniffing,  stimulants,  depres- 
sants, opium-derivatives,  marinuana,  and 
I^.  Therapeutic  uses  and  the  results 
of  abuse  of  each  class  of  drugs  are 
explained.  Jr.  and  Sr.  High. 

Escape  to  Nov^ere  tells  the  real-life 
story  of  a  tenna^er  who  describes  her 
attitudes  and  feelings,  and  the  role 
drugs  play  in  her  life.  She  converses 
mth  sl  narrator  who  asks  her  why  she  tal<;e 
drugs,  how  she  started,  vAiat   dn^s  she 
has  used,  what  they  do  for  her,  wiiether 
or  not  she's  happy.  The  discussion  is 
interspersed  with  brief  ccmments  from 
other  drug  users  and  interviews  with 
medical  authorities.  Jr"  &  Sr.  High 

Hooked  shows  former  addicts  w*io  have 
been  off  drugs  from  3  to  24  months  who 
relate  how  they  became  involved  with 
drugs,  how  their  drug  experiences  affect- 
ed thou  and  their  families,  how  and  why 
they  stopped  using  drugs.  The  youths, 
who  are  of  mixed  social  and  racial  back- 
grounds, are  filmed  in  various  situations 
Host  of  the  conversations  revolve  around 
heroin  use,  although  other  drugs  are 
mentioned.   6th  grade  and  up. 

LSD  -  25  anphasizes  the  drug's  un- 
predictability and  unlmown  properties. 
The  animated  character  of  LSD  discusses 
potential  dangers  from  use  of  illegally 
purchased  dn^s,  fron  bad  trips,  possible 
c5ia-omosomal  damage,  self -in  jury  while 
u:::ler  the  drug's  influence,  and  recurring 
effects.   6th  grade  and  up. 

Marijuana  presents  arguments  for 
and  against  smoking  marijuana  and  then 
advises  individuals  to  make  their  own 
decisions.  Sunny  Bono  of  "Sunny  &  Cher" 
narrates  this  film  which  is  centered 
around  a  teenage  pot  party.

Shoot/Don't  Shoot  I  is  a  vivd  lesson 
to  the  viewer  in  the  basic  rules  wiiich 
■apply  to  all  "shoot/don't  shoot"  situa- 
tions. It  is  designed  to  physically  in- 
volve the  viewer  in  every  decision  by 
instructing  him  to  actually  pick  up  a 
blank  pistol  and  shoot/don't  shoot  at  the 
screen!  Danger  to  innocent  bystanders  is 
explored.  Over  a  dozen  on-the-street 
segments  take  the  viewer  through  the  po- 
tential shooting  dangers  he  might  encounter 
during  a  routine  patrol.  23  minures. 

Shoot/Don't  Shoot  II  deals  with  the 
officer's  decision  to  fire  or  not  fire 
his  weapon  and  realistically  explores  the 
subject  of  death  and  the  gray  areas  in- 
volved in  any  shooting  situation.  The 
purpose  here  is  to  impress  upon  the  viewer 
the  absolute  finality  and  the  extrane 
consequences  of  being  wrong.  The  essential 
rules  of  the  use  of  ultimate  force  are 
carefully  reviewed.  Extreiie  care  is  taken 
in  the  definition  of  local  laws  and  re- 
quirements concerning  the  fleeing  felon. 
As  in  the  first  film  of  the  series,  the 
viewer  is  given  the  opportunity  to  react 
to  each  situation  and  then  to  evaluate  and 
analyze  his  reaction.  Confrontations  are 
not  confined  to  firearms,  but  include 
other  weapons  or  objects  that  can  become 
lethal  weapons  in  the  hands  of  an  offender.
